A proposal to sell the Tor-
rance Municipal Bus Lines to
the Southern California Rapid
Transit System was referred
last night to a City Council
committee.

Under the proposal, pre-
sented by Assemblyman L. E.
(Larry) Townsend (D-67th Dis-
trict) to the council, the Rapid
Transit District would main-
tain present schedules for a
|two-year period by contract-
ing to operate the bus lines.

The city would pay a $70,-
000 subsidy for each of the
two years — the present op-
eration reportedly is result-

A tax rate of $4.2378 per $100 assessed valu-
ation has been set for the Torrance Unified School
District by the Los Angeles County Board of
Supervisors. The rate is down nearly 10 cents
from the $4.3570 levied last year. Taxes for the
El Camino Junior College District, the Southern
California Regional Occupational Center, and
several state supported institutions will increase
the total rate for all schools to $4.9194 per $100
assessed valuation, A rate of 6.47 cents was
levied for the occupational center, while the EI
Camino rate was set at 59.36 cents,
